]’M in favour of a super league or any 
’ other well planned scheme which would 
boost the Soccer image in Australia and 
bring this’country nearer in step with top 
class Soccer nations overseas. 


_ But I emphasise straight from the kick- 
off, that unless this is done by constitu- 
tional and democratic methods any such 
scheme is surely doomed to failure before 
the first ball is kicked. 

From reports I have read or heard, the sugges: 
tion that a Melbourne-Sydney super league could 
start next season almost kills the scheme for a 
start. 

For the rights of alt clubs must be protected in 
the interest of the game in general. And by a 
normal constitution at least one year's notice 
should be given of any impeding changes in the 
set-ups. 

No tactical manoeuvring or favoritism can be 
tolerated in deciding the six to go forward into 
such a scheme irrespective of the financial 
status or playing resources of the clubs. 

The six to go forward should be the top six 
at the end of the normal league season and that’s 
all there is about it! 


Any club should have the right to dectine if for. 
valid reasons they were unable to meet the com- 
mitments of such a project. 


Before such proposals can be implemented, 
satisfactory arrangements must be concluded for. 
those clubs left out of a super league. And a worth. 
while competition with normal incentives must 
be arranged to the mutual satisfaction of those 
who are in, and those who are out.

I have the highest respect for the so classed 
“small clubs”. Most officials have given a decade 
of service as well as ploughing considerable pri- 
vate means into building up and establishing 
their clubs in top-class Soccer in Victoria. 


They must not be allowed to perish or flung into’ 
some two-bob competition just for the sake of a 
At the game time, the tail 
cannot be allowed to wag the dog in the interests 
of Soccer progress. 


Of course the proposals for this so-called super 
league have I believe been discussed officially for 
the first time by the Victorian Soccer Federation 
this week. So the whole show is still in its 
infancy. 

It must get the blessing of both the Victorian 
and Australian Soccer Federation. The Sydney 
clubs, as far as reports go, know only what they 
have read in the national Press. Who knows they 
could refuse to be associated with the scheme or 
perhaps agree but in some modified manner. 


The economics of such a scheme including costly 
air travel, possible demands from the players 
for higher wages, the availability of suitable: 
grounds, and a hundred and one other factors, 
make the thing bristle with snags before it gets 
to the drawing board sta; 


With virtually the same " players taking part 
no improvement in the standard can be looked 
for and astronomical expenses will nullify any 
increase in gate revenue. 


All in, the proposals have distinct possibilities 
but once again may have to be delayed for the 
simple reason that approval from the top won't 
be forthcoming. 

And I rule out any possibility of a breakaway 
to make this a bogus competition.
